It's a highly interesting circum­ 
stance that Hitler and his illustri­ 
ous predecessor in world-beating, 
Kaiser ("Me Und Gott") Wilhelm, 
arrived at crucial defensive posi­ 
tions at about the same period in 
their campaigns. Actually Adolf is 
a hit behind the E m peror’s sched­ 
ule. 
Five Months to Go.
